I'm certainly no authority on this list as far as circuit design is 
concerned, but I'd like to use your request as an excuse to try and solve 
the problem with what little I know. To me, this sounds like a job for a 
common-base amplifier. You feed the signal into the emitter, grab its 
output off the collector, and you use the base strictly as a bias point. 


The collector resistor would be 10K in this case. The emitter impedance 
depends on the biasing resistors on the base and from the emitter lead to 
ground, along with the transistor's hFE parameter. 


This circuit does amplify voltage, so you may need an attenuator on either 
the output or input. Using a variable attenuator on the input side has 


the advantage of allowing you to control the AF "gain"... 


Can anyone tell me if I'm on the right track here? :)

I am constantly amazed the the friendlyness of people who answer my 


questions on the qrp-l. To refresh your minds, I was building at the last 


minute (never a good idea) a SLV and could not work out how to fit 56 feet 


of ribbon cable onto the 4 foot base section. It turns out that my 


extendable fishing pole (called Squid poles in VK) is of a smaller diameter 
than the ones available in the USA. The diameter of the pole is about 1.25 


inches, which explains why I could only fit about 16 feet of ribbon cable 


on. Some of you suggested to use a particular type of ribbon cable, sold by 
Radio Shack. Unfortunantly, we have no "Radio Shack" outlets in Australia. 
I'm going to continue to experiment with the pole I have now, since 


they are cheap ($15 Australian) and light. The antenna is to be used 

specifically for back-packing, so it has to be light and robust. Thanks 
again to all those who replied, and I would be very interested in anyone 
who has adapted the SLV onto a smaller diameter fishing pole, and kept it 
light weight and robust.

Juan EA5XQ asked a question: whether it is better to build a balanced 
tuner for feeding balanced line (twinlead), or to use a standard "T" or 
"L" network + 4:1 balun. 


The answer is, quite simply: yes. The balun falways} absorbs power. 


I posted some comparison figures a while back, based on field-strength 
measurements, that showed that the popular "T + balun" tuner loss ranged 
from 1dB to 6.6dB. 


Since then, I've been experimenting with balanced tuners. The gap widens, 
Since the AC-5 used in the earlier comparison is not, strictly speaking, a 
standard balanced tuner with link coupling. The balanced tuners have 
widened the gaps in the original comparisons. The "T + balun" is looking 
pretty sick at this time! 


As for circuits, check the ARRL Antennabook for discussion and the basic 
circuits and conditions for series vs parallel tuning. One point: do not 
use a split-stator gang-tuned variable capacitor across the output 
inductance!!! The key is "lumped L/C". 


In the parallel case, both the capacitor and two sides of the feedline are 
connected to the same point on the inductances. Do not use split-stator 
gang-tuned capacitors with the stator grounded. A single capacitor, either 
in parallel with the coil, or, in the series arrangement, a single 
capacitor connecting the two sides of the antenna output coil. 


Ideally, a "swinging link" should be used, i.e., the link is wound on its 
own narro-wwidth coil form which can be moved into flush with the two 


antenna coils, or moved out of their "plane." 


"Little" has a limit. A 1.25" coil dia. is about as low as you want to go.

Gang... a couple of things to report. 


I talked to the man in person and CHROME BASE is reasonable IF WE GO FOR AT 
LEAST 6-7 MINIMUM!!! 


HERE'S THE DEAL: we would have to sand the top face smooth, removing all 
scale, scars, scabs, etc. He would take the nicks and scratches out of the 
edges. And he would plate the top and the four sides. HE WOULD NOT PLATE 
THE BOTTOM. Cost about $5 per base. The catch is -- we must each finish 


the top to a very smooth finish or the chrome won't look very good. 


Realistically, if you're going to paint one you have to prepare it just as 
well anyway---i.e. remove the scale, sand it smooth, etc. Then for $5 more 
plus postage and container, you could have it plated with .003-.004 inches 
of copper and chromium. 


Time: if we got the order in this Thursday, keys would be ready to ship on 
2/13, next Thursday and they'd ship on 2/20, etc. Because there is a $30 
minimum, we'd want to wait til the last key arrived before we sent them off 
to be plated. 


Despite the drawbacks (1-elbow grease req'd, 2- $5/cost per base, 3- 
two/three week wait) is anyone still interested? ALSO FYI ---- if you'd 
rather have brass-plated base than a chrome-plated base, the cost is the 
same but we'd probably also need the same minimum number of orders to 
satisfy the plating $30/min.

You just need voltage gain in this type of amplifier, so you don't need 
to match the impedances. Have a look at page 8.5 of the ARRL Handbook. 
Impedances aren't even matched in hi-fi audio amp output stages - the 
typical output impedance is a fraction of an ohm into an 8 ohm load!

I tried the both the first and second and the difference is amazing. The 
Signal in the first is barly audible in my 600 ohm headphones. In the 
second, however, there are about 3 stations with really good streangth. I 
think the reason the second reciever is so much better is this: in RX1 the 
diode blocks all of half of one side of the carrier andalso there is a 
voltage drop since the RF must pass through the diode. In the RX2 the RF 
does get rectifed but the diode is not the only way to the headphones.

Hi gang- 


The recent thread about Elmering has been most interesting, and of course 
I'm pleased that the 40-40 (SW-40) has been figuring prominently in those 
discussions. 


(Background- ) 


When this topic arose, I'd already been looking at revising the artwork 
and documentation on that board- it's getting a little "long in the tooth". 
I've been checking out some changes, they're basically as follows: 


- Better crystal filter 
- Reduced DC current (15 mA) 
- Better image rejection 


I've also reduced the number of toroids from 8 to 6, and the two which are 
vanishing were the multiple-winding ones. I'm planning on retaining the 
original board outline, it'll be double-sided (with thermal reliefs) for 
improved transmitter stability. There'll be several other modest changes 
related to ease of assembly. 


The recent thread has provided the impetus to get me working more seriously 
on this project. At present, my existing board stock on the SW-series isn't 
sufficient to cover the show of interest that Mike Maiorana says we already 
have in this. 


Here's the windup: I've can commit to completing at least a prototype 
version of the new layout within 30 days, I can probably beat that 
significantly. I'd distribute several beta prototypes for quick-turn user 
feedback. 


And the pitch: 


The first 100 folks through the door (see Mike) get the upgraded board 
kit version for $50 postpaid. I realize that's not a heavy discount, but as 
Doug said, I need to make a living at this. You get the usual level of 
support you expect from me (or from any other front-line kit suppliers). I 
expect these first hundred boards will be snapped up pretty quickly, and that 
lets me amortize the board development cost rapidly. After that gate closes, 
the price will revert to the usual $55. My parts cost is slightly higher on 
this version, but I want to offer an 'equal-or-better '‘drop-in' replacement 
for the orders I still get from the ‘94 QST article. 


I'll also be revisiting the companion enclosure for the SW-series, and 
I'll put up information on that as it develops. 


This time around, the documentation should be even better. I haven't done 
a "facelift" on the SW-series manual, and this'd be a good time to do so! 


I'd envision making a whole lot more use of websites this time ‘round for 
supplementary assembly instructions, troubleshooting notes, etc. We'll work 
that out as it happens. :-) 


Schedule: 


I've run this proposal past several trusted folks and the feedback's been 
real positive. I'd envision having kits ready to go by the end of March or 
possibly sooner- the development time on the revised boards is the only 
significant discriminator (as against my ordering more of the existing 
boards. ) That's a pretty conservative date and I hope to better it, I'll 
feel more certain about it over the next several days as I poll my suppliers 
for parts schedules. In the meantime, there are some other worthy club kit 
projects making the rounds so there's no need to cool off the soldering iron 
just yet! 


Here's how to order: 


Send no money- operators are not standing by! Let Mike Maiorana, 
<mikemo@ibm.net> know of your interest in this offer and he'll compile a 
list. If we shoot rapidly past the 100-mark I'll consider broadening the 
window- I'd rather not leave folks excluded from a group buy offer. He and I 
will be in touch, and I'm sure I'll get comments back on this as well. 
Band-availability- I'll restrict this to updates of the the 40 and 30M 
versions for the time being so I'm not completely swamped out. A big thanks 
to Mike and others who've enthusiastically stepped forward to get this kicked 
off! 


Does this impact my work on the fabled DDS rig?- yes, of course. The recent 
Elmer thread has simply revived a back-burner idea and its time is now right.

Is there anybody on this list who has tried the mods for the SWL GM-10 
10 m CW TRX that were written up by Dave Meacham W6EMD and published 
in the latest QRPp? 


In mod #8 Dave used a ferrite type 67. This does exist, but I don't 
have any toroids of that type and so I substituted a Philips 4C65 
toroid of suitable size and made coil L11 to the same inductance value 
as Dave used (2,1 microH). This worked out OK. 


The VFO range mod (#1) worked just as described. I have ca. 100 kHz 
range now. Mods #3 and #4 I had already found myself (initially only 
one peak when turning trimmers on two LC circuits). 


I changed the coupling and decoupling caps as Dave described. It looks 
like changing the output coupling cap from the PA to the filter to 1nF 
was the most beneficial of these. 


I have also tried some of the mods intended to raise the maximum power 
but run into problems there. I don't need to go all the way to 4 W max, 
but it's a challenge anyway. I intend to keep the original PA 
transistor for the time. 


I have a problem with the new driver transformer T2 (mod #5). It is 
now an autotransformer with 14 turns and a tap at 4 turns from the 


cold end (was 4+4 turns). New impedance transformation ratio (14/4)x*x2= 
ca. 12 instead of 4 times. 


The driver trimmer pot almost has no influence on the output power any 
longer (51 Ohm from emitter to ground shunted with 200 Ohm trimmer and 
1n5 in series). 


The base resistor on the final is now 39 Ohms. Going as low as 10 Ohms 
diminishes maximum output to less than 500 mW (mod #17). With the 
original transistor 2SC799 the input capacitance of the final is 
likely to be different from the 670pF Dave gives for the MRF237, so 
the last mod (no number) of shunting BE of the final with an 
inductance would probably demand a lot of experimenting. I gave it a 
try with an air wound coil (have no very small yellow 725-6), but it 
caused parasitic oscillations. Maybe I should try a larger size yellow 
toroid? 


Is it to be expected that the trimmer in the emitter lead of the 
driver transistor has no influence on the output power now that the 
driver transformer in the collector lead has a higher turns ratio? I 
suppose the driver collector is bottoming out and no longer in class 
A. My ‘scope has ca. 25 MHz BW so isn't much use with 10 m signals and 
I don't trust the picture from the spectrum analyzer scope adapter 
100% (I may have damaged the input mixer). 


What are your experiences with these mods? Other comments?

I want to update everyone on the Back to the Future project that a team of 
NorCal members is doing. We are going to go back in time and update 
several projects from the 1976-77 time frame of QST. Doug DeMaw started a 
series of projects with his design of the famous Tuna Tin 2, which was a 2 
transistor transmitter that was built on a Tuna Tin can as a chassis. The 
rig used parts available from Radio Shack, but some of them are no longer 
available. About a year or so ago I started this and had Dave Meacham, 
W6EMD, update the schematic with modern parts and I layed out a board. 


Recently there was a posting on the internet by Ted, KB9RPD, about the Tuna 
Tin rig. It rekindled my interest, and I thought it would be neat to redo 
the rig and have others build one of Doug DeMaw's classic rigs. Then 
others suggested that we do the matching receiver, vfo, and amp. 


I posted to the net that there was interest in the project but we needed 
some help. The response was great. Within hours there were volunteers to 
do the various rigs. Glen Torr, VK1FB, is doing the Herring Aid 5 receiver 
and is almost finished updating it. One of the problems that he had was 
finding the specs for T1 and T2, which are not given in the article. A 
posting to the net, and within hours again, Glen Menard, Rod Johnson and 
Keith, WB2VUO all provided the necessary information (by the way 
RS#273-1378 is a 10K - 2K transformer and RS#273-1380 is a 1K to 8 ohm 
transformer). Glen also is making another adjustment to the original 
design that will vastly improve the rig, he is putting trimcaps in the 
circuit at appropriate places so we won't have to squeeze and spread the 
turns on the toroids. There were no toroids in the original design, but 
there are now, as the original chokes are again not available from Radio 
Shack. I have the board about 90% layed out, and should have it finished 
this week. 


Bruce Muscolino, W6TOY, who lives in Maryland, is doing the Chopped Beef 
Slider VFO. He has the old original issues of QST, but they are ina 
storage shed. I was able to send him a copy of the tif file on the QST CD 
ROM and he is now hard at work on his part of the design. Bruce will 
translate the parts to ones that are easily available now, and then build a 
prototype to make sure it works. He will then send me the changes, I will 
put them on the new copy of the schematic and I will lay out the board to 
fit the parts. 


Gary Diana, N2JGU of Rochester, NY and David Adams of San Jose, CA, both 
volunteered to make prototype Tuna Tin 2 boards for me. (It is always good 
to have a backup) Both succeeded and boards should arrive today. 


Ron Stark the editor of QRP Quarterly and I will both print an article on 
building the series of projects in the Spring issue. Also, the information 
will be placed on several web pages so that it will be freely available. 
Fred Reimers at FAR Circuits will be sent the artwork and will provide 
boards that may be ordered in single lots. He has the Tuna Tin 2 artwork 
now, and as soon as he gets back to me, I will let you know so you can get 
started on your rig. 


Just think back 10 years ago. None of this would have happened. We have a 
team of QRPers, from Australia, Maryland, New York, New Jersey, Illinois, 
New Mexico and California, all working together on a project. Most of us 
have never met in person, yet we are able to do productive work via our 
computers and the internet. If we have a problem, we get on the inet QRP-L 
and get instant help. What a wonderful tool this is. Life is good in QRP

We have a bottle of gunk called Penetrox A. It has a UL circle 
emblem on it with a notation under it saying "Conductor Termination 
Compound". It is an oil, which separates out, mixed with a grey 
powder that is either aluminum, or zinc powder. A careful read 
of the squeeze bottle never claims it conducts, just that it 
protects. Instructions say to clean aluminum surfaces and then 
coat and fasten together. People who have used this stuff on 

the nesting aluminum elements of beams, commercial verticals, 
etc, report they come right apart after long exposure to the 
elements. It is made by Burndy in Manchester, NH. In spite of 
its very large amount of metal powder, it also fails to "conduct" 
when stabbed with ohmmeter probes even at the highest setting and 
very close probe spacing. It seems designed to fight corrosion 
and keep good clean joints, good and clean.

Use a different type of insulator. If you are using an "egg" insulator 
this is your problem. They can only insulate to a few hundred volts. 

If you are using a conductive cord to connect the insulator to the support 
arcing will occur at moderate powers. Especially if the insulator 

is dirty. They are very good for guy insulators but are not really suited 
for the ends of dipoles or long-wire antennas where the voltage is going 
to be the highest. There are "Special" insulators that are suited for 
this. I think the name for them is "dog bone" insulators. They are 
usually long and "thin" and have an eye at each end. They are shaped 

like a dog bone. Radio Shack sells a good dog bone insulator with a 
tensile strength of a couple of hundred pounds. They also make good 
center insulators for dipoles. 


> Problem 2: If there is a summer rain storm within 20 miles one can 
> draw 
> a static electric arc off of the antenna. 


This is a more difficult problem. I have placed large value resistors 
from "hot" to ground on all of my antennas. If you have several coaxes 
running into your shack it also helps for identification. For instance 
use 160K for 160-meters, 80K for 80-meters, etc. You can use as little 
as 1K on a RESONANT antenna. If your antenna is not resonant don't use 


less than about 5K. This will help bleed static off and possibly help 
with spikes from those strikes. You can also use an RF choke directly 
across the feedline. This will look like a direct short to most of the 
energy. Be sure it is of sufficiently large value so if won't "show up" 
on your lowest band. A 2.5mH choke should be good down to 160-meters. 
DON'T trust these measures to protect your rigs against a close strike. 
The best protection is to unplug your rigs, put them in the original 
shipping containers and place them in the basement during a storm. If 
you don't have a basement wrap them in a quilt and place them under 
your bed.

Buy a rig with the tuner built in. ;) 

I remember seeing a design for a remote tuner that used a Black and Decker 
cordless electric screwdriver to turn a rotary inductor and capacitor. 
(one for each) This might be a good approach for you. The controls were 
right next to the rigs in this chap's shack and the tuner was at the 
antenna. Another design used the cordless screwdriver to turn the 
Capacitor and used an electric rotary switch to tap the inductor at 
several preset points. I think it had taps about every 5 or 6 turns. 

This is how most auto-tuners work. They have motorized capacitor tuners 
and have rotor switches to select preset inductor settings.

Like I said in my original message, I am useing an old tube radio. I found 
a cb mic in the garage and hooked it up. When I squeeze the PTT all the 
relays click but no output when I talk into it. I tried shorting the mic 
input to ground with a 1k resistor(I had a good reason then but can't 
remember now). I saw the watt meter jump to about 15 watts. I talked to 
another ham and he said it sounded like an impeadance mismatch. He told me 
most cb mikes were 600 ohms and that the impeadance to my rig was probably 
10k. The reason I asked for no transformers was because we have few 


hamfests in Oklahoma and the only place I now to get a transformer is RS 
and that one is 1000-8 ohms. Any other help you or the list can provide 
would be appriciated.

>that "600 ohm" rating just means that it is capable of drving an impedance at 
>least that low, but no lower, and will be fine looking into anything higher.

>printed on sticky labels and attached to the panel. 


Hi Dave, 


I generaly do the obvious, draw the front panel to 1:1 scale with a CAD 
program (a good word prossesor like Word 6 or Wordperfict should work too) 
and print it out with the laser printer. But then I take it and have it 
plastic laminated and attach to the panel with double sided tape. This is a 
good way to make an overlay for panels that needs a window for say a LCD 
display. (cut the window out in the paper before you laminate) 


Since the laser printer only does black, it limits the color of the paper 
to white or a light color such as a light blue. If you have a color 
printer, you could have a very colorful panel. Too bad they don't make a 
white ink for ink jet printers! I would love to print white on black! 


Technicks, the PnP Blue people also make something called PnP wet, which is 
an iron on, soak off toner transfer they claim can be used for front panel 
decals. Never tried this stuff, so can't tell you how it might work or how 
well it works. I imagine you would need to print the lettering out in 


reverse to use this film. 


I never had much luck with dry transfer letters. The ultimite would be to 
learn how to silk screen. A lot of work for one of a kinds, but would be 
nice. Maybe some day....
